BONN, May 23 (AP) — Following the 
Soviet-French summit, plans are in full swing 
for Chancellor Helmut Sdunidt to visit Mos- 
cow this summer — the Erst sudi trip ^ a 
Westeni leader siiice the Soviet interventiat 
in Afghanistan. 

West German and Soviet offidals have 
been working for weeks to arrange the viat, 
«4iicb only a few months ago appeared to 
have been a casualty of the post- Afghanistan 
gbill in East- West relations. 

Effcnts were accelerated after Frendi Pres- 
ident Valeiy Giscard cf Esidog broke the ice 
in East-West coatacts and met Mcmday in 
Warsaw, Poland with Soviet President 
Lranid Brezhnev. ^ ^ 

Observers noted the Giscard meeting, 
which took place after tinie consultation 
among the Western allies, might make it 
easier politically for Sdunidt to make the 
controveraal visit, expected in early July. 

During a meeting this month in Belgrade 
after die funeral of Preadent Tito. U.S. Pres- 
ident Walter Mondale reportedly expressed 
U.S. reservations about the timing of the 
visiL 

Senator Joseph Biden, diairman of the 
U.S. Senate Subcomittee on European 
affaizs, was quoted by die Swiss magazioe 
Wettwocke as saying he was worried about 
Sefamidf s travel plans and felt that any new 
Western initiative was “primarily Che role of 
the United States but not of Germany.*’ 

Government sources hope the Frend pre- 
cedent wiD weaken charges from Washington 
and domestic politick opponents that 
Sdunidt is risking the Wesf s /* solid froof' 
against the Soviets.

Prince Faisal smd his 
country would mobil^ all its resources to 
ensure the defense of Paktstan, and hoped 
that the aggressors would be crushed.

Sadat wins 
by 98.96% 

Secures presidency 
in national ballot 

CAlftO. May 23 (AP) ~ Egyptians gave 
“neatly unanimous” approval to a package of 
coosonitiooal ameochneocs induding one 
that would allow Prerident Anwar Sadat to 
remain in office for life, the official Middle 
East Neu-s Agency reported Friday. 

Official results from Thursday’s national 
teferendum showed that 98.96 per cent, or 
]0v339.055.agreedtothcchanges while 1.04 
per cent, or 108.657. voted againsL Cairo 
Radio reported that 10.467X42 voters of 
12,038,4^ eligible voters went to the polls. 
It said 19.730 ballots were invalidated. 

The outcome constituted a "vote of confi- 
dence” for Sadat's leadership at a time when 
Che Palestinian autonomy negotiations with 
Isael have ground to a halt and of public 
di^ntent over a national inflation rate of 30 
per cent a year. 

Other changes approved in the 1971 con- 
stitution would make Islamic law the “main 
source of legislation in the nation, of 42 mil- 
lion. instimtionalize a multi-par^ political 
^tem, allow creation of a presidential 
advisory council and give increased status to 
the press. 

Tbe figures showed some 1 S per cent of 
Egypt’s eli^ble voters did not go to the polls. 
But Minister of Interior (police) Nabawi 
Ismail was quoted by Cairo Radio as saying 
the referendum “proved Che overwheliung 
confidence of the people of Egypt in Sadaf s 
leadership.” 

In a recent speech to parliament, Sadat 
indicated he had no objection to continue 
serving after his second term in office expires 
October 1982, Two six-year terms arc “long 
enough” for any preskfent. He said. But 
added “I will remain if the people wish.'* 

The amendment on Islamic law was seen 
by observers as a coocession to Muslim fun- 
damentalists who have been demanding crea- 
tion of an Islanuc government. But the meas- 
ure stopped short of requiring implementa- 
tion of Koranic teachings b all cases which Is 
c3fpposed by Egypt's six million mmority 
Christians. 

While Sadat has stressed he is a “Muslim 
leader of a Muslim state, he has banned both 
Muslim and Quistian zealots from stagbg 
demoDsirations on universi^ campuses or 
giving political sermons b mosques and 
chur^es. 

The referendum results also give Sadat a 
green light to form a 132 — chicken cabinet, 
called a “shoura council” which would advise 
Sadat on domestic issues and take over 5 1 per 
cent ownership of the press. 

Tbe Egyptian newspapers and magazines 
had previously been owned by the Arab 
Sodaiist Union, an umbrella political organ- 
ization formed by the late President Gamal 
Abdul Nasser and abolished by Sadat. 

The changes also gave the press increased 
status by making h the “fourth estate” after 
.the legislative, executive and iudicial 
brandies.

There seemed to be an almost plaintive 
note m Chrriagton's appeal A Ae Kingdom's 
roy'al family to foigive and fotgeL He spoke 
of Britain's close connections in Ae past wiA 
Ae Saudi royal family and Ae “great 
respect” his country has always held for“Ae 
legendary figure of ibn Saud, Ae founder of 
Saudi Arabia." 

Recently, as you know, a cloud has come 
over SauA-British relations,” Carrington 
said. “Our ambassador to Saudi Arabia was 
asked on 23 April A return to London. This 
very clear signal of official displeasure was 
Ae direct result of Ae Saudfs understand- 
able resentment of a film broadcast here ear- 
lier Aat moD A about Ae execution of a Sau A ' 
princess. There has inevitebly been some 
damage to Ae atmosphere in which many 
aspects of our political and business relations 
are conducted.'” 

In spite of Ae damage A business relations 
mentioned by Carrington, he disavowed 
reports Aat Saudi Arabia has retaliated 
against Britain by cancelling valuable con- 
tracts. 

' “Except in one or two isolated c&scs. we 
are not aware of any specific measures taken' 
against British coopanjes.” he said. “Nor of 
any changes in immigratioo or visa facilities 
which, as you know, can make operating 
overseas much more difficult; and 1 can 
assure you Aat Ae staft in our embassy m 
Jeddah are ready to help m any way Aey can.

Chnington said he too. has seen Ae film, a 
dramatized version of Ae execution of Prin- 
cess Ntisha'al and her lover, who were 
accused of adultery. He said he found Ae film 
“deeply offensive,” but emphasized his coun- 
try's long tradition of respect for free speech.

JHDDAH, May 23 — Traditional objec> 
tioQS lo the rearing of sheep and cattle in 
Saudi Arabia, the Guif or any other country 
uith scanty rainfall may be set aside because 
of a fairly new tcdinique that is promising to 
dispense with the need for heavy rainfall and 
green, limitless meadows. 

That is the opinion of Mabmood Nashar. 
one of the leading importers and disfiributors 
of livestock in the Kingdom. He is hoping that 
soon the Ministry of Agriculture and Water 
will appreciate the value of this “tedincflogi- 
cai beakthrough" and license its develop- 
ment in the Kingdom. 

It is called Nutrient Film System. It dis- 
penses w’ith grazing grounds, which amply 
are scarce in the Ai^ian Peninsula, does 
axvay with soil and plenty of wnmr and pro- 


duces an enormous amout of fodder needed 
for a sizeable sheep-rearing enterprise that 
could reduce im ports of livestock and frozen 
meats. The Ministry has yet to approve its use 
on any scale, although it has proved its value 
e!sew4iere in the worid. 

Mahmood said Saudi Arabia at present 
imports most of its livestock, produces very 
little except for the expensive Najdi (more 
preferred by Saudi Arabians because of its 
succulence).

But there are problems with Somali and 
Sudanese meat, Mahmood said, because 
unlike the Australians, rearers and mer- 
diants of sheep in those two Arab-A£rican 
countries, rearers and merchants of sheep in 
those two Arab- African countries, are simply 
not organized on a modem, streamlined 
manner. “The Australians have made

Assad stresses

DAMASCUS. May 23 (R) — Syrian Pres- 
ident Hafez Assad has said bis country was 
keen to consolidate its friendly relations witii 
ihc Soviet Union. 

.Assad uas Thursday addressing a visiting 
S<wiot parliamentary team led by Antanas 
5ar.kauskas. a vice-president of the Supreme 
Siwiet. 

Ofndal sources said Assad stressed the 
sirong friendship between the two countries 
and quoted him as saying Syria was keen to 
strengthen the friencBhip Either. He paid 
tribute to Soviet supj^rt for the Arab strug- 
gle against imperialism and Zionism, the 
sources said. 

Assad said Syria was au'are that its adher- 
ence to its prindples wcKild create diffrculties 
but it would not succumb to American 
desiens. 


'Mubarak arrived here amid considerable 
confusion about Egypf s attitude toward the 
talks. Last week. President Anwar Sadat 
announced plans to break off the discussions 
just one day after he said he wanted to con- 
tinue them. 

In Washington, a top Egyptian envoy told 
the State Department that before the Camp 
David peace process can continue. Israel 
must back away from attempts to remove the 
future status of Jerusalem from the Ust'of 
negotiable issues. 

“ We have asked Israel to reconsider. They 
must find a way," said former E^ptian Prime 
hfinisier Mustafa Khalil after meeting with 
Muskie. 

Khalil is in Washington as a persona! envoy 
of Sadat to explain why Sadat pulled Egypt 
out of the Palestinian autonomy talks. 

He told reponers after his meeting witii 
'Muskie the problem was a bill introduced 
earlier this month in the Knesset, the Israeli 
pailiament, that would mandate in basic 
Israeli law. akin to a coastitution. that the 
entire city of Jeru^lem beloi^ed to Israel as 
its capital. 

Neither Egypt nor the United States rec- 
ognizes Jerusalem as Israefs capital. Both 
regard the eastern portion of the city, 
occupied by Israel in 1967, as occupied ter- 
ritory. 

The Knesset bill is “completely contrary to 
the Camp David agreements.", KbalU said. 
The agreements actually sid^tepped the 
Jerusalem question, with each side stating its 
view separately. Egypt feels that left tiie 
status of the ciQr open for future negotiations. 

“It (the Knesset bill) changes the situation 
because it would tie future governments and 
rale out negotfatioos." J^alil said. State 
Department officials said privately that they 
think Egypt has overreacted to the Knesset 
bill, which was introduced by Geula Cohen, a 
fervent Israeli extremist who is not a member 
of either the governing Likud Par^ or the 
opposition Labor Party. 

Khalil also said Egypt still feels the Camp 
David process is “valid" and opposes initia-' 
tives by other countries that mi^t jeopardize

The UAE has already ti^tened its labor 
law, giving foreigDers worldng illegally until 
June 21 to put their papers in order or be 
dqrorted. 

Saudi Arabia’s Interior Ministry has 


craefcd down on illegal immigrants, and sev- 
eral thousands have been rounded up and 
deported. 

The Gulf states have small native popula- . 
tions and have had to inqiort workers as their 
economies boomed with rising revenues from 
oil e]q>oTts.

Dr. Susan Kieffer, a U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey sdentist calculating the force of the vol- 
cano, said the energy released in the Rrst 24 
hours after the eruption may have been 50 
times greater than the lU-megaton minimum 
of the initial explosion. 

Earth satellite photographs of the initial 
explosion show the shock waves of the blast 
rolling through douds hundreds of kilomet- 
ers away. 

The ^t blast was so powerful that it 
leveled 388.50 square kilometers of trees and 
threw almost one billion cubic meters of ash 
and rock into the air. the survey said. 

The uses has estimated that the material 
blasted loose by the eruption is only slightly 
less than that from Mount Vesuvius which 
covered the dty of Pompeii in 79 A.D. 

While most of the material from the explo- 
sion landed in Washington and neighboring 
states, tons remain suspended in the air as it 
moves around the world. But even as power- 
ful as this eruption was. it was less than two 
previous eruptions in 1900 and ISOO. the 
survey said. The 1900 eruption produced 
about three times the veriume of ash and rock 
as the latest blast, and the 1 500 event gener- 
ated sli^tly more than the recent explosion, 
and compared with major volcanic explo- 
sioDS in l^toiy, the latest eruption was only 
average. 

For example, the eruptions of two 
Indonesian vc^canoes. Krakaioa in 1883 and 
Tgmbora in '1815. were many times more 
poweifui. Krakatoa produced an estimated 
20 times more ash than the latest Mount St. 
Helens blast and Tambora. one of the largest 
eruptions in history. 80 times as much.

Bush cancels 
key speeches 

LYNDHURST. New Jersey, May 23 
(AP) — George Bush virtually conceded 
the Republican presidential aomination 
to Ronald Reagan on Thursday by cancel- 
ing weekend appearances in New Jersey 
and closing his campaign operations in 
California. 

Bush's deputy campaign press secret- 
ary. Susan Morrison, confirmed that “we 
are pulling people out of California 
because we do not have the money." 

Bush himself said earlier he would 
probably not campaign in Ohio at all and 
would head to Houston this weekend to 
confer with his aides instead of keeping his 
scheduJe in New Jersey. California. Ohio 
and New Jersey, all of which vote June 3. 
represented the only semblance of hope 
Bush of overtaking Reagan. 


MIAMI, May 23 (AP) — The U.S. gov- 
ernment has declared riot-wracked Miami a 
disaster area making it eligible for special 
recovery asastance. Two thousand national 
guard troops were sent home, and schools 
reopened peacefully with some dassiooms 
half empty. 

Some 104 businesses suftered a total of $ 
lOO.S million damage during the two days 
and two nights when violence was at its 
height, government officials said in Washing- 
ton. 

Meanwhile, one of four white ex- 
policemen whose acquittal in the death of a 
black man sparked the race riots apparently 
tried to take his own life late Hiursday. police 
said. Michael Watts was reported in critical 
condition at a local hospital suffering from 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Watts. 30 was found innocent of mans- 
laughter and aggravated battery Saturday in 


the death of Arthur McPuffile. He had told a 

friend he was contemplating suicide bemuse 

of a personal problem involving his girlfriend, 
not because of the McDuffie case, Dade 
County police spokeman Jim Baab said. 

In the Hrst night after a curfew was lifted 
over the Miami area, one incident was 
reported. 

Two Dade County officers were fired upon 
in their patrol car about 3:25 a.m. Thursday 
in the northwest section, triggering a 1(F 
block high-speed chase for the gunman. 

In Tampa. 402 kilometers to the north- 
west. a sniper shot a police officer in the face 
Wednesday night as he tried to barricade a 
street in an area where bands of black teena- 
gers have been throwing rocks and bottles for 
Scverl nights. The officer, R.H. Cooke, wu 
wounded in the cheek but was makinga rapid 
recovery, authorities said.

PARIS. May 23 (AFP) — French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard (fEstaing appeared 
increasin^y isolated from the French public 
and politi^ leaders over the wisdom of his 
s ummi t meeting with Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev four days ago in Warsaw.

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BEHIND OIL PRICE HIKE 

No sooner had Saudi Arabia declared its oil-price increase 
than many of the other OPEC members follow^. The inteo- 
tion behind the Saudi act was the abridgement of the pridng 
gap widiin the organization. But the reaction of the other 
members means that the gap will persist. The new Saudi price 
of $28 will thus remain below the new U A£ price of $3 1 .65 
per barrel, the Kuwaiti one of $29.5;. or Iraq's $29.96.- 
Algeria's high grade oil stands now at $37.21. 

This means that the quest for a unffied (or as near unified as ^ 
possible) pridng system within OPEC will have to wait fbrthe 
Algiers meeting next month. But even then, few think that this 
aim will be achieved. 

’nus.pro^>ecteannot but be viewed with apprehenrion by 
the intematioiial co mm unity as a whole. Saudi Arabia had 
alwa^ tried to convince the OPEC membership that modera- 
tion in pricing was. in the long term, the wisest policy for the 
producers themselves. But its efforts, though intermittently 
successful, were, always imdercut by the continuing increase in 
demand. No single OPEC member, not even Saudi Arabia, is 
capable on its own to so influence supply as to keep it abreast 
of demand. 

The danger of the present si biation is clear to all. The higher, 
prices charged by the OPEC members are soon passed back to 
them in the form of higher prices for the manufactured goods 
for which they are now the main importer. The inflationary 
spiral thus goes unchecked; and the intemational economic 
crisis worsens steadily. 

The industrialized countries of the West find it always con- 
venient to blame the "greed*' of some of the OPEC members 
for this state of affairs. But the fact of the matter is the 
uncontrollable rate at which the demand for oil has been 
growing in the West, which has been pressing ever harder at a 
much more slowly growing rate of supply. The onus of bring- 
ing the prices down has to fall on the industrialized countries, 
who have shown no sign of being willing or able to curb their 
consumption. 

Some members of OPEC will continue to advocate modera- 
tion. But without the West doing anything about its reckless 
energy consumption, their efforts will be wasted. 

GISCARD’S RISK 

President Giscard d* Estaing of France took a calculated risk 
when he went to Warsaw to meet President Leonid Brezhnev. 
A successful outcome would have enhanced his intemational 
reputation no end. A failure would have reflected badly on his 
ctanriing inside France. As it was, the result was so mixed ( with 
a preponderance of failure, perhaps), that ach’autages and 
disadvantages cancelled themselves out. The dialogue — a 
word mudi in use at the moment in international circles — 
with the Soviet Union was started. Only that the two sides, 
apparently, found nothing mudi to agree' about. 

The European press, ioduding that ^ France, was generally • 
very hard on the French president, some going so far as to see 
a parallel between the Warsaw meeting and that in which 
before World War 11 when the European powers tried to 
appease Hitler and bad to leara that this only served to whet 
his afipetite for more. This is manifestly unfair. The French 
president did not go to Warsaw to "appease" Brezhnev, so 
much as to explore means for solving the Afghan criris. It is 
true that, indirectly, his attempt might confirm the Russian 
impression of disunity among the European allies. But that 
was hardly Giscard* s aim. 

The disarray within the Western alliance, for which the 
more alarming and obvious sign was the failure until recently 
to agree on sanctions against Iran in suf^rt of the United 
States, is hardly a secret. Indeed, had it not been so welll 
known, the Soviets would have thought twice before invading 
Afghanistan. But here, ironically, the meeting might be of 
some help, as Brezhnev completely failed to convince Giscard 
of the Soviet stand. Giscard will now have the more reason to 
coordinate his actions with those the zest of the Western 
allies. For Soviet ambitions can only be checked by a show of 
resolute opposition from the West, Otherwise, the question of 
the safety of the Gulf will soon be on the agenda. 




Jerusalem: The gateway to Middle East peace

It was reported on the 1 5th May that U.S. Secret- 
aiy of State Edmund Mustde had said on the day 
before that "be would urge Western ministers not 
to do anytiiing which would divert attention from 
the Camp David process' * and be went on to say that

us doser to the central issues than this one.” 

The Israeli Foreign Minister. Yiskak Shamir, at 
the same time said in London "that he was con- 
rinced that the British government would not do 
anythii^ to upset the (^mp David process* and 
tbat"there was no question of promoting a British 
or European initiative.'' 

But in the face of this obviously agreed 
Americaa-lsraeli line President Sadat was reiterat- 
ing his well-known and long-stated position that 
East Jerusalem must not be annexed by Israel, and 
the Knesset was at the sme iitn» Teportinig its deter- 
mination to do so. And for good measure another 
plan for further massive Israeli cdouizatiob ctf the 
West Bank was announce in Jerusalem, 

now it looks as if the dea^ock will continue 
and. the new substantial European initiative whidi 
had been contidently oqiected after. the May 26 
deadline may be ^andoned under jerint American 
and Israeli pressure. 

It is interesting. Ity tbe way, to see that in his 


witiioot a new initiative there is no hope of progress, 
and has also been increasingly and depre^ngly 
dear that that new initiative cannot come from the 
United States — particularly in election yev.

The Resoluticm was specifically endorsed "in aD 
its pa^*' by the Camp David joint announcement. 
Shamir should read the Resolution again: it called 
for a "withdrawal of Israeli armed forces from ter- 
ritories occupied in the recent conflict". Was East 
Jerusalem occupied in the 1967 conflia? Of course 
it was. So do the provisions of the Resolution on 
withdrawal apply to East Jerusalem? Of course they 
do. 

But oar concern need not be directed only at the 
deadlock whidi the present American ^ Israeli 
policy provides. Even more serious is the atteuqitto 
prevent endeavors by a new initiative to bring it to 
BO end and to proceed to a lasting peace.

China clamps down on crooked traders

SINGAPORE. ~ 
Thirty years of Maoism have done nothii^ to 
quell tile Chinese trader^ instinct for sharp prac- 
tice. Now. as rigid state planning gives way to the 
law of tbe market place, Peking has been forced to 
-adapt to new measures to cdib "crooked traders, 
embezzlers and speculators.” 

Not that the legacy of the bureaucratic past is 
earily tom up. Mountaios of shoddy goods nobody 
wants continue to pile up in the state-run shops, as 
mindless factory officials, mesmerized by their pro- 
duction taigets,chum them out irre^ctive of 
demand — Fujian province alone boasts, a glut of 
more than a billion ping-pong balls. 

But the government is wotidng hard to halt pro- 
duction for prcxiuction's sake, and to gear it instead 
to sales. Managerial cadres in provincial enteipriscs 
are being encouraged to conducie their own con- 
tracts, to do their own Mieeling and dealing, and 
above all to measum success in terms turnover, 
not tonnage. 

While radical Maoists may block their ears to this 


heresy, it seems that no right-thinkiag Chinese 
needs to be told twice to put profit before politics, 
and that is where tbe otiier trouble begins. 
Having had their pcxskets picked by sudden infla- 
tion after years <>f subsidized security, the Chinese 
millions are now being mugged by shady c^ierators 
aid down the fine from the fectory to the. fish-stail. 

To narrow the gap' between town and coimtiy, 
the government raised the wholesale prices paid for 
farm products last year, and passed tiie cost on to 
the urban consumer, who abruptly found himself 
laying out up to 40 per cent more such sizo{^e lux- 
uries as eggs, fish and vegetables. 

Factories have been caught illegally raising prices 
or lowering the quality of their products, or both. 
State-owned shops have begun seliing short weight, 
switdiing lables and trade-marks, fidding price and 
falsi^ng their scales, mixing first-grade tea (or rice, 
or sugar, or salt) with second-grade, or simply sel- 
ling second-grade as fiisL

Saudi press review

SANAA — Yemm's latest geological 
activities are marked by the formation wnri 
enqition of mimerous volcanos. Although 
none of these volcanos are oureotly active, 
many are still **lettnig off steam" .which 
accounts for the numerous hot mineral 
springs to be found in the country, and- 
natural steam outlets as tiiose on Jebel aJ> 
lissy and Jebel Isbil. 

Throughout history man has appreciated 
the medical value of these natural 
phenomena and built up bath houses around 
tiiem; journeys to ‘take the water' were prob- 
ably as common at the dawn of history as they 
■re today. It irill not surprise tiie reader 
therefore to learn that there are some 30 such 
baths in present day Yemen, all having his- 
fmy and prominence at some period. 

One of the largest of tiiese vcricanoes is 
Jebel Isbfl, which lies to the south-east of 
Dhamar and tow^ m a qinwJiog mass over 
the Dhaihar PlaiiL To desmbe'it asfaeifig'vast . 
would be no ekiis^fatibit Ttts. lodiLdt'': 
it 'bn the map you sm it 'cbve^ ^me & 
square JdloQie^.‘.CliDi;^us ftofomy, a 
Greek, histopcd 'gdograpfaer, who lived 
around the middle of the 2nd cenniry A n., 
conunents on it being the &ggest mountain in 
the area and marks it on his map of South 
Arabia. He says little more though. Hamdani 
(the 10th century AJD. geographer/ 
historian) also mentions it in hisgeogr^/iy of 
die arabian peninsula and eon&ms its posi- 
tion, but gives little else. 

Having such obvious strat^c importance, 
yarding major routes to die east and tower- 
ing over die main north-soutii axis of hi^ 
land Yeotea, this was a major ven^ In anti- 
quity. The ^baeans and HSmyarites made 
good use of this mountain as evidimced by the 
numerous insoiptions and reused old stones 
to be found there. Even die bath-house has. 
been constructed entirely out of andeat veil 
cut stones and has three ioscttptioDS incorpo- 
rated in it 

There are more inqxntant urban sites to 
die north in the tribal area of Hadda: Ham- 
met KiUab, Baymm and N^at Haima for 






example. But it is always tempting to mount 
the highest summit in the area and see what 
lies on top. 

The main approach is firom the southern 
side, from the Ohamar-al Beida road. Sfaordy 
befmvyou nun oH the main road yon have an 
instant reminder of the tremendons ei^jneer- 
ittg achievements of these ancient peoples. 
For the road at Kowla cuts through a substan- 
tial 

One you reach die bo«d of Jabel Isbfl. the 
village that you come to is Asakarah. Up until 
recently all die bouses here have bees built 
out of stones taken from andent sites. It is 
heartbraking to duftic how many valuaUe 
rites must have been ransacked. Etut one can 
certainly sympathize with the bnfldets. Why 
cut new stones when there are plenQr oi 
ruined buildings to take stones from? These 
ruins were probably unsafe and needed dis- 
mantltng . The pity is that tfa^ buildings 
were never recorded before tb^ were dis- 
mantled. Doiibde^ ibis.aill hapi^ed many 
ye^ vKSttid'fihve had a cmk' ' 

cq^doh'df feconSilg existing structures prior 
to demolfrliiiig diem. Now diere is an increas- 
ing awareness of the importance of such work 
and it is billed that a fall documentation 
program of historic buildings will be set up in 
Yemen, before too long. 

Asakarah seems to rely eutirely on agricul- 
ture for its existaoce, other than remittances 
from Saudi Arataa aiid Sana'a. The volcanic 
soil is exceptionally fertile. The broad-flat 
crater bowl provides excellent terrain for 
farming with such modem aids as tractors. 
The fields are rainfed and drinking water is 
coDected from die run-off and stored in dst- 
eras. Besides its agriculture Asakarah is 
renowned for i& — learned man — 

who selves the surrounding pt^mlatioo as a 
healer of snake bites. 

Apparently people come from all over 
Yemen to be oused by him. He has a magica)-. - 
stone that he applies to the wound. The stone 
is a browmsb-yellowish. highly polished 
qui^. It is sqiu^ with a'centr^ hole and 
measures about 4cm z 4cm. It resembles a 
^ndle whorl the stone wei^t used forspin> 
ttfog wool. It was difficult to imagine how the 


stone worked. It was very cold to toudi, and- 
so perhaps this draws the beat out (tf tiie 
poisonous Wtes. 1 was not allowed to {dioto- 
grafA the stone because the Faqib was coi^ 
vinced diat *hi« would remove toe charm it 
held. He did let me jtootograph a smaO 
aiahpr^f.y piq gtie be had, whidi he said came 
from Hammet Killab. I felt tius was my conso- 
lation prize. 

The hipest point of J^iel Isbfl lies at toe 
west end. Tte baths are to be found to toe 
north of point, at the north west and of 
toe crater, this is about a quarter of an horn's 
drive from Asakarah and a furtoer ten 
minutres walk up a well laid path to the baths. 
Like the badis on nei^bouriiig Jebel al- 
£is^, these are steam batos. The main one 
has a room above it for visitors to diange and 
rest in. The bato itself seems to be in die 
bounds of toe earth and yon have to enter by a 
series of narrow steps through a very low 

, door. This c^ns into a small domed room 
' about 4m square, which has a tiny outlet in . 

d^e.Tlreheat dahqpness'uti.terrific 
ahd aU toe sweat mid are covered in 
mildew. The extreme heat seems uncomfort-' 
able at first, but gradually it becomes very 
rdaxing and yon leave feeling thoroughly 
refreriied and cleansed. 

Above toe baths, one can see toe traces of 
the andent settiement, with foundation waUs 
and dstern. This was probably a small fort 
rince one can find breath-taking views from 
all rides at the summit. 

Jebel Iriiil is a good day trip from Sanaa 
and takes between two and a half to three 
hours, depending on toe state of the track. It 
is de^tdy a road only suitable for four 
wheel drive cars, as toe basaltic terrain is very 
tough rugged. From Dbsnisr you take 
the road to Rada'a. Just before Sanab^ at 
armind 32 km from Dhamar you take a trade 
. ID toe Jefr afad bead towards toe south rad of 
the jebcL Keep on cbecldqg that you are on 
the track for Asakarah. Cenainly yon are in 
no denger of migang toe Jebel! The dam at 
Kowla is about 243km along toe road from 
Dhamar and to the right of the road.

Chase lowers lending rate 


NEW YORK, May 23 (AP) — Chase 
Manhattan, the third-laigest U.S. commer- 
cial bank, cut its prime Thursday from 1 6.5 to 
] 5.5 per cent, pushing the prime to its lowest 
level in months. 

Bankers Thmt Co., the eighth-largest, 
quickly matched the new race. Altiiou^ most 
banks are currently quoting a prime rate of 
16.5 per cent analysts said they expea t|)e 
lower rate to q>read throughout the hanking 
industry soon. No. S Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Co. Monday fower^ its prime to 16 per cenL 
but no other major banks foDowed. 

The prime — the interest cate banks diarge 
on loans to their most credii worthy corporate 
customers — peaked at 20' per cent in early 


April and has since been on the decline. The 
prime is considered a key indicator of trends 
in all kinds of interest rates'because when- the 
prime changes, most other rates do also. 

Analysts attribute the recent dedines in 
the prime rate to two main factors — dro(»m 
the dgfnands for busioess loans and declines 
in open-marJ^t interest rates that affect 
banks' costs for loaning funds. 

Bumness loan demand has been falling for 
several weeks, in part due to a slowdown in 
the U.S. economy. In addition, many 
businesses are bypassing the banks to find 
lower rates in the cmnmercial paper market, 
in which large r^mpanieg issue short-term 
h»as so other companies and large investors.

WASHINGTON. May 23 (Ageades) —

Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin stroi^iy endorsed President Carter's 
can to boycott the games. 

Australian Olympic offidais Thursday 
dedded to send a team to the Moscow 
Olympics in deHance of their govemmenf s 
call for a boycott. Syd Grange, president of 
the Australian Olympic Federation, told 
reporters that the federation had voted six- 
to-five to accept the ia^tatioQ to go to Mos- 
cow.

The dedaon 
took into account the fact thatno intention on 
the part of the Soviet Union to witiidraw its 
troops from Af^anistan had been evident, 
since their occupation of “a friend and 
brother country.” a communique issued at 
the dose of a cabinet meeting said.

Mugabe ruled Wednesday that the Lions

64 dead, 400 wounded 


Angry Kwangju gropes for calm 


KWANGJU, South Korea, May 23 (AP) 
— Otizens of Kwangju begm deaiii^ the 
streets of debris Friday while insuigeat lead- 
ers called for a surrender of looted firearms in 
moves to restore order in die wake of Soudi 
Korea’s bloodiest civil disturbances in 20 


yeais. 

Amid ffiouating oonoem over a po^ble 
food shortage, leaders of die thoumnds of 
demonstrators who seized thb southern pro- 
vincial capital two nights ago were expected 
to meet again with martial law authorities to 
discuss amnesty and other demands. 

The dly of 800,000 remained under con- 
trol of the dtizens' groups and students who 
s^ed the iasurrecdoa after the Seoul gov- 
emmenfs martial law crackdown last 
weekend. 

Confirmed casualties rose to at least 64 
dead. A spokesman for a dtizens committee 
said the figure probably was doser to SO. 
More tim n 400 wound^ and injured were 
counted at four local ho^itals. 

A semblance of order was established 
ovenugbt by the assignment of some 3,000 
youths, most with notary training, to tiie 
streets in lieu cf police and paratroopers who 
were forced earlier to withdraw from 
Kwangju. 

Even so, tiiere was sporadic firing, believed 
to be conung from radicals who were ignoring 
the pleas of dtizens comouttee leaders to turn 
in weapons stolen earlier from police and 
military posts, and six to eight new deatiis 


were reported. As of Friday, some 1,500 
weapons reportedly had been surrendered, 
leaving 2,500 or more still unaccounted for. 

Leaders of the dtizens committee resumed 
taller with martia] law authorities on a list of 
demands presented the insurgents on 
Thursday for restoring local peace. The 
demands indude release of those arrested, 
compensation for families of dead and 
wounded, pledged by the government to 
withhold troops until order is establi^ed, 
apolo^es for *‘excesdve measured* by parat- 
roopers who tried to quell the original upris- 
ing, a public acceptance of offidal blame for 
the Kwangju riots and airing of a “true 
acoounf ' of uhat happened. 

Martial law authorities were reported to 
have agreed to accept some of those terms 
and to study others, but the situation was 
cloud^ on Friday when demonstrating lead- 
ers said tile demands also induded the dis- 
missal of Gen. Oiun Doo-Hwan, the coun- 
try’s military strongman and chief of the 
Korean Central Intdligence Agency. 

Chun's resignation, along with an end to 
martial law aod acoeieration of pronused 
refonns, was among the demands of student 
groups whose campus demonstrations trig- 
gered South Korea's present erbis. 

One leader, a university professor who 
asked that he not be identified by name, con- 
firmed that Chun's removal from office was 
one of the.demands. “V/e will fight until the 
last one if Chun does not reagn," a youthful 


worker in Kwao^u told a reporter. 

A handful of dvilian foreigners, inrinHing 
some missiQnaries, were taken from Kwangju 
to a nearby Korean air force bas& 

Some 200 busloads of Kwangju protesters 
deizioastrated on the hi^way several mSes 
from the base on Thuisday. Witnesses said 
five Korean army tanks were posted along 
the ‘road whidi leads south tow^ Naju and 
Molqx), smaller dries to which the Kwnngjn 
revolt reporteeSy had spread. 

In Kwaqgju itself, residents appeared to be 
generally in support of the demonstrators and 
^ the efforts by citizens committees — at 
least three in number — to restore order. 


Kurosawa, Fosse win at Cannes 


CA^^NES. May 23 (AFP) — A Japanese 
and an American movie tied for first place 
Friciay at the conclusion of the Cannes Inter- 
national Him Festival. 


The film Kagemusha by Japanese director 
Aldra Kurosawa andAif That Jazz by Ameri- 
can musical comedy director Bob Fosse 
shared the Golden Palm award presented 


annually here. 

The ^dal jury prize of the festival went to 
Alain Resnais for his film Afon Oncte 
d *Amerigue. 

The awards for the best acting went to 
French actress Anouk Aimee and French 
actor Michel Piccoli for their roles in the film 
Le Saud Dans le Vide by Italian director 
Marco Belloodhio. 


Much of the critism centered on what peo- 
ple described as brutal actions tiie parat- 
roopers who moved in on Monday to sup- 
press what at first were noU’Violent protests. 

^Mtnesses have said many persons were 
bayoneted and beaten, and on Wednesday 
the troops were said to have fired on demons- 
trators, killing at least 11. 

“The dtizens upririog was because of the 
troops," said a woman in her 40's. “ We are 
afraid of when the paratroopers come back. 
There are so many bodies in town they can't 
bury them, because there are not enou^ cof- 
fins." 

The principal dtizens committee was comr 
posed ^ 26 membeR ebah^ by a lawyer and 
induding four professors, several deigymen, 
five burinessmen and other prominent local 
persons. Anmher committee, made up of 
students, was operating out of the provindal 
headquarters. 

One ^kesman said local people were tun- 
ing in to North Korea's radio Pyon^ng 
because ^ey could not pickup any South 
Korean news broadcasts ^out the insurrec- 
tion. 

Local newspapers were not publishing and 
communications, between Kwangju and 
Seoul, 250 kilometers to the north, were 
shaky.

Kabul girls 
injured in 
dememstration 


NEW DELHI. May 23 (Agendas) — Bet- 
ween 10 and 20 schoolgiris were injured in 
clashes with police during anti-Soviet 
demonstrations in Kabul Tbumday, travelers 
arriving from the Afghan c^tal said Friciay. 
They said girls bad been demonstrating for 
the past three days against die Soviet imlitary 
presence in Afghanistao. 

The travelers were unable to confirm ear- 
lier reliable reports which said four sdiool- 
giris and three policemen were lolled on 
Tuesday. 

But said that 10 to 20 giris from the 
Malalai Sdiool had been t^en to ho^i- 

tals after dashing with pcillce Thursday. 
Shooting was beard in Kabul during the 
demonstrations, but it was not known 
whether schoolgiris taken to hospitals had 
bullet wounds. 

Fifty* six people, induding 36 schoolgirls, 
were Ulied in week-long anti-Soviet demon- 
strations last month, according to travelers. 

Other exchanges of gunfire were beard the 
past few days in the outskirts of the mile-high 
capita] and a huge column of smoke rose 
Tuesday over the oorthem suburb of Khai- 
Ir-Khana, which is near three can 4 >s set up 
, for the Russian troops that started entering 
Afghanistan last December, the traveller 
said. Residents saw two burned out Soviet 
fuel tank trucks and rumors spread that tiiey 
had been ambushed by rebelL an informant 
said. 


Europeans’ bill 
free at parley on 
U.S.-Iranian ties 


LONDON. May 23 (AP) — The Iranian 
government is inviting European lawmakers 
on an all-cxpcnses-paid (rip to Tehran for a 
conference on the last 25 years of U.S.-Iran 
relations. 

The move, announced to a meeting of 
members of parliament of Brit^' s opposi- 
tion Labor party Thursday night, was 
reported Friday by the Dotfr Mml. 


The Conservative newspaper quoted 
Labori te oFGdals as saying they think that the 
Iranians want to make friends and siolate the 
United Siaus to counter iatcmational hostil- 
ity over the holding of American hostages. 


The invitations, dispatched from the Ira- 
nian Embassy, also went to the govemiqg 
Cmiservativu party. Other Iranian misaons 
in Europe invit^ European Parliament 
members and lawmakers throu^oui the 
nme-nation European Commou MarkeL 
Iran Friday observed a “ ^y of support for 
the revolt of American blacks, " Radio Tehe- 
ran said.

In past years, the gypsies q>ent weeks in 
“Saintes" at festival time. Now they tend to 
move out quickly, disliking the jpwkiag 
crowds rim ugh ' wiUing to entertain them 
briefly, for profit. 

Gypries — Gitans, Manoudies. Stntis and 
Roms, tile four major ethnic gypty grmqis — 
come from Ftanoe, Italy , Spain; West Ger- 
many and even the Unit^ States and Eastern 
Europe to pay homage to St. Sara, ttie'tr pat- 
ron. Hie dark, incense-filled crypt of the tiny 
town cfaurdi coines aglow vridi the light of 
hundreds of trdl white candles, set before the 
statue off tim black Vixgjn. 

Hiey file in rilentiy. dark-skinned young 
men with jet black hair, fair-slunned women 
in colorful blouses, grandmothers with ker- 
chiefed heads and lor^ dresses, earrings, 
necklaces and rings.

The day after the festival they are 
evicted. 

In most of Europq, gypsies are still cazgeis 
of discriniinaiion and ostracism. In urbau^ed 
societies too Utde effect is made to allow 
them to both iatergrate and njaintnin their 
special way of life, say experts who have 
studied tfam conditions. 

Their economic, social and legal porition 
has greatly improved since Worid War 11. to 
repay a debt of conscience for the deporta- 
tion aod massacre of 300,000 tb 600,000 
gypries in Nari concentration camps.
